STRAFFORD,  IN  SAID  STATE,  QUALIFIED  TO  VOTE  IN  TOWN  AFFAIRS; 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Rollinsford  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE     I:    To  bring  in  your  ballots  for:

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk  and  Municipal  Court. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  December  31,  1965-December  31,  1966: 
(Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1965  and  Dec- 
ember 31,  1966,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.   As  indicated  there- 
in, the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $163,8^7.99  in  1966.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1966,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.   As  indicated 
by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of  appro- 
priations of  $2,334.72,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $1,204.74,  re- 
sulted in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $1,129.98.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  exa- 
mined and  audited.   Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared 
with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the 
books  of  record-   Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  pos- 
sible and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.   Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balan- 
ces made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.   Veri- 
fication of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  del- 
inquent taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.   The 
amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this 
report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necess- 
itated by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 


GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current 
liabilities)  decreased  from  $18,379.84  to  $17,167.85  in  1966, 
as  shown  herewith:

Overdraft  of  Appropriations  and  Application  of  Municipal  Budget  Law: 

It  is  noted  that  there  was  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations 
in  the  amount  of  $2,334.72.  In  other  words,  -  total  expenditures 
exceeded  total  appropriations  by  this  amount  as  indicated  herewith:

Net  Overdraft  of  Appropriations  $2,334.72 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  10  of  the  Mun- 
icipal Budget  Law  (R.S.A.  32),  when  it  becomes  necessary  for  a 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  make  expenditures  in  excess  of  budgetary 
appropriations,  it  is  required  that  an  application,  approved  by 
the  Budget  Committee,  be  made  to  the  Tax  Commission  for  the  au- 
thorization of  such  excess  expenditures.   No  such  request  was 
made  during  1965;   therefore,  expenditures  totalling  $2,334.72 
were  made  without  authorization  in  that  year. 

If  in  the  future  an  emergency  arises  whereby  it  becomes  ne- 
cessary to  exceed  budgetary  appropriations,  application  for  this 
authority  should  be  made  prior  to  the  date  of  the  expenditure. 

Insufficiency  of  Tax  Levy: 

The  amount  of  1966  taxes  actually  levied  and  committed  to  the 
Collector  was  $4,136.24  less  than  the  amount  reported  to  the  Tax 
Commission  at  the  time  the  tax  rate  was  approved.   This  resulted 
in  a  revenue  deficit  of  like  amount  as  indicated  by  Exhibit  A-4. 

The  obvious  reason  for  this  was  an  apparent  over-statement 
of  total  assessed  valuation  on  the  summary  inventory  amounting 
to  approximately  $57,000.00,  with  a  resulting  tax  rate  which  was 
insufficient  to  raise  the  necessary  amount  of  taxes  to  meet  bud- 
getary requirements. 

Conclusion : 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require 


that  the  summary  of  findings  and  r:ecommendations  (letter  of  trans- 
mittal) of  this  report  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  re- 
port of  the  Town.

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board 
and  Truant  Officer,  and  to  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

5.    To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Off- 
icers chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  stat- 
utory obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  ap- 
plication against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  es- 
timated to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund 
together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to 
the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and 
the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by 
the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  and  to  receive  in  the  name  of  the  dis- 
trict, such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for  ed- 
ucational purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming 
from  the  United  States  Government  or  any  department  or  ag- 
ency thereof.

11.    To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  create  an  Area  School 
Planning  Committee  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
RSA:  195-A:3,  said  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moder- 
ator to  consist  of  three  qualified  voters  of  whom  at  least 
one  shall  be  a  member  of  the  School  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Rollinsford: 

My  report  to  you  this  year  is  a  mixed  one  at  best.   Some 
of  it  is  good;   however,  we  are  faced  v/ith  some  serious  problems. 

First  I  want  to  review  what  we  can  consider  as  good  in  our 
school.   Our  teaching  staff,  in  this  day  of  rapid  change  and 
when  all  school  systems  find  it  difficult  to  find  teachers  for 
their  class  rooms,  is  a  stronger  staff  overall  than  we  have  had 
the  past  few  years.   The  reason  is  that  we  were  able  to  hold  peo- 
ple beyond  a  one-year  contract.   Textbooks  have  been  upgraded  and 
more  funds  alloted  to  this  phase  of  our  program;   supplementary 
books  are  now  available  from  federal  funds  such  as  Title  I  and 
II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1955. 

The  Parent-Teachers  Association  has  provided  volunteer  li- 
brarians for  the  school  with  the  result  that  we  do  have  a  small 
but  efficient  library  in  the  school. 

Physically,  the  play  area  around  the  building  has  been  oiled, 
the  playground  equipment  installed,  the  activity  room  area  has 
been  painted  and  rain  gutters  repaired.   These  projects  also  con- 
tribute to  the  complete  educational  picture  in  Rollinsford — a 
contribution  that  is  important. 

Secondly,  I  v;ant  to  review  some  of  the  problems  facing  us 
as  I  see  them.   Growth  in  terms  of  pupil  enrollment  will  continue 
to  go  up  in  the  future  due,  I  believe,  to  the  geographical  loca- 
tion of  the  tovm.   Educational  costs  will  rise  as  costs  increase 
for  everything  we  use  in  the  school ,  and  the  costs  of  securing 
qualified  teachers  is  also  a  bigi factor  in  the  picture.   It  does 
appear  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  may  aid  the  towns  and 
cities  in  the  broad  area  of  education  which  should  help  us  to 
maintain  a  reasonable  school  opportunity  for  each  pupil. 

A  good  school,  providing  each  child  with  a  chance  to  learn 
as  much  as  he  can — one  that  has  up-to-date  textbooks,  resource 
materials,  equipment,  supplies  and  qualified  knowledgeable  tea- 
chers— does  not  just  happen.   Once  such  a  school  has  been  ach- 
ieved, a  community  through  its  school  board  must  work  very  hard 
to  maintain  the  level  achieved;   they  must  also  be  willing  to 
vote  the  funds  necessary  for  this  kind  of  school. 

BUDGET 

The  proposed  budget  has  increased  a  total  of  $23,000.00 
over  last  year.   This  difference  is  due  mainly  to  teachers'  sal- 
aries and  higher  tuition  charges.   A  more  specific  analysis  of 
the  budget  reveals  the  following: 


1.  Teacher  salaries:   The  school  board  has  adopted  a 
$5,000.00  minimum  salary  for  next  year.   We  cannot 
expect  to  compete  for  teachers  unless  we  are  able 
to  pay  for  them.   A  new  teacher  has  been  added  to 
relieve  the  principal  and  to  provide  specialized 
help  for  children  who  are  educationally  disadvan- 
taged.  The  balance  of  her  salary  will  be  paid  out 
of  Federal  funds. 

2.  Textbooks  and  supplies  due  to  higher  purchase  prices 
have  gone  up,  and  we  plan  to  continue  replacing  our 
spelling  series  with  a  new  series,  and  keep  our  math- 
ematics program  up-to-date. 

3.  The  insurance  item  has  increased  over  last  year  be- 
cause several  paid-up  policies  were  credited  to  the 
school  account  when  the  Insurance  program  was  changed 
reducing  the  cost  to  $200.00.   This  year,  all  poli- 
cies must  be  paid  for  in  full,  and  this  does  include 
the  school  addition;   therefore,  our  cost  is  $1,620.00. 

4.  Tuition  costs  have  gone  up  for  two  reasons:   more 
high  school  pupils  and  a  higher  rate  per  pupil.   This 
item  will  continue  to  rise  since  we  have  larger  class- 
es in  school  and  the  cost  of  educating  high  school 
pupils  is  more  and  more  expensive  each  year. 

The  School  Board  will  include  in  the  School  Warrant  an  Art- 
icle asking  the  voters  to  approve  a  study  committee  to  examine  the 
possibilities  of  joining  some  school  system  on  an  Area  School  con- 
cept.  The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  investigate  the  possibi- 
lity of  securing  a  more  stable  tuition  rate  and  to  guarantee  that 
all  pupils  will  have  a  school  to  go  to  ten  years  from  this  date. 
It  must  be  realized  that,  as  each  community  grows,  all  will  be 
faced  with  housing  problems;   we  should  study  our  own  situation 
to  ensure  that  Rollinsford  does  not  end  up  in  an  impossible  situ- 
ation with  many  pupils  and  no  place  to  send  them.   An  Area  School 
agreement  would  also  give  us  a  voice  in  the  curriculum  of  schools 
attended  by  our  pupils--something  we  do  not  have  at  this  time.   I 
strongly  urge  the  passage  of  this  Article.   The  School  District  is 
not  committed  to  anything;   however,  we  must  take  a  look  into  the 
future . 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Hatfield,  the  teachers,  the  custodian,  the  transporter,  the  lunch 
program  personnel,  and  the  many  volunteers  who  have  worked  in  the 
school  this  year.   The  town  fathers,  the  Parent-Teachers  Organi- 
zation, the  American  Legion,  and  the  private  citizens  deserve  a 
hearty  thank  you  for  their  contributions  to  the  school.   I  should 
like  to  single  out  the  Parent-Teachers  Organization  for  its  par- 
ticular contributions  to  the  school  and  the  children;   this  organ- 
ization has  significantly  upgraded  our  school. 


To  you,  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  I  can  only  say 
that  your  guidance,  advice,  and  direction  have  been  the  solid 
foundation  upon  which  we  have  begun  to  build  a  better  school. 
Our  success  is  directly  attributable  to  you  above  anyone  else.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  this  annual  report 
covering  in  part  some  of  the  activities  of  the  Rollinsford  Grade 
School  during  the  year  1966-1967. 

Elementary  education  is  usually  understood  to  mean  appro- 
priate schooling  for  children  between  the  ages  of  6  and  14.   It 
is  traditionally  thought  of  in  terms  of  mastery  of  the  fundamen- 
tals of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  the  concept  of  elemen- 
tary education  has  been  expanding  in  recent  years  to  include  the 
furtherance  of  all  aspects  of  the  wholesome  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  children. 

The  general  aim  is  the  fullest  development  of  each  child. 
The  goals  of  elementary  education  are  both  individual  and  social; 
they  are  derived  from  the  basic  needs  of  children  and  the  de- 
mands of  modern  society. 

Modern  elementary  education  is  concerned  with  helping  each 
child: 

to  attain  wholesome  physical,  emotional,  and  mental 
health. 

to  become  efficient  in  the  tools  of  learning  -  to  read, 
to  communicclte ,  and  to  think  intelligently, 
to  grow  in  understanding  of  the  meaning  of  democracy, 
to  understand  the  physical  and  social  environment  of 
which  he  is  a  part. 

to  meet  and  solve  problems  intelligently, 
to  develop  worthwhile  recreational  and  creative  inter- 
ests, 
to  develop  his  best  powers  and  potentialities. 


To  implement  the  aims  as  outlined  above,  it  is  necessary  for 
a  school  to  have  a  faculty  or  teaching  staff.   The  following  fac- 
ulty data  sheet  will  give  you  the  pertinent  facts  about  the  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  of  the  Rollinsford  Grade  School.   Please  note 
that  it  has  been  necessary  because  of  the  size  of  the  first  grade, 
which  has  a  total  enrollment  of  38,  in  the  interests  of  the  best 
education  possible  for  the  first  grade  pupils,  to  divide  the  class 
in  two.   It  then  became  necessary  to  hire  another  teacher  to  cover 
the  second  first  grade.   Mrs.  Janice  Wentworth  of  Rollinsford,  a 
recent  graduate  of  State  Teacher's  College,  Salem,  Mass.  was  placed 
in  the  position  of  the  second  first  grade  teacher.   Mrs.  Went- 
worth has  filled  the  position  more  than  adequately  for  the  year.

FACULTY 

Because  of  the  resignation  of  Miss  Jane  Harris,  it  became 
necessary  to  replace  her  with  another  music  teacher.   The  pos- 
ition was  filled  by  Mrs.  Barbara  Lawton  who  came  to  us  well  re- 
commended from  Laconia.   She  is  shared  by  Somersworth,  Rollins- 
ford,  and  Newington  and  has  done  an  extremely  competent  job. 
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ENROLLMENT

We  have  found  that  over  the  past  thirteen  years,  the  number  of  pu- 
pils has  been  gradually  on  the  increase.   This  past  year  has  been 
no  exception.

HOT  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  of  the  Rollinsford  Grade  School  is  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Kathaleen  Burke  of  Rollinsford.   Mrs.  Burke 
has  been  with  us  for  two  years.   Mrs.  Burke  and  her  assistant,  Mrs. 
Rose  Roberts,  handle  the  school  lunch  program  in  an  extremely  cap- 
able manner.   The  menus  are  well  prepared,  well  balanced  and  ap- 
pealing. 

Each  lunch  served  is  a  Type  A  lunch  consisting  of: 

(1)  Main  Meal 

(2)  Vegetable 

(3)  Bread  &  Butter 

(4)  Milk  "  Homogenized 

(5)  Dessert 

Cost  per  lunch  per  child  -  25<t    per  day. 

During  the  past  year,  the  lunch  program  has  been  feeding  an 
average  of  200  meals  per  day  as  compared  with  172  meals  per  day 
in  1965  and  149  meals  per  day  in  1964.

IN-SERVICE  TRAINING 

Because  of  the  demands  of  the  new  material  and  of  new  subject 
matter,  it  became  necessary,  during  the  year,  for  all  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  to  enroll  in  a  course  of  Language  Arts.   This 
course  was  provided  by  Title  1  funds  provided  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment.  It  was  given  by  Mrs.  Esther  Moore,  Reading  Consultant  for 
the  Oyster  River  Cooperative  School,  Durham,  a  member  of  the  Fac- 
ulty of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.   This  was  a  three  hour, 
three  credit  course  and  reached  a  successful  conclusion  on  January 
4,  1967.   It  will  result  in  increased  depth  and  scope  in  learning. 

TIME  SCHEDULE  CHANGES 

It  has  been  found,  because  of  the  increased  demands  of  the 
curriculum,  that  there  was  not  sufficient  time  for  the  teaching  of 
the  required  subject  matters.   It  was  necessary  to  change  the  time 
of  school-beginning  to  8:15  A.M.  and  dismissal  of  school  occurring 
at  2:35  P.M.,  giving  us  a  total  in-school  time  of  five  hours  and 
thirty-five  minutes. 

PARENT-TEACHER'S  ASSOCIATION 

During  the  past  year  a  new  organization,  the  Rollinsford  Par- 
ent-Teacher's Association  was  formed.   It  has  been  a  most  worth- 
while addition  to  the  school  and  has  been  most  beneficial  to  the 
school  in  it's  efforts.   It  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  all 
parents  to  join  in  with  this  group  for  the  improvement  of  the  school 
and  it's  educational  efforts. 

LIBRARY 

Funds  made  available  through  Title  1  Federal  Money  has  made 
it  possible  to  start  a  school  library. 

These  books  were  supplemented  by  a  wise  purchase  of  about  250 
books  by  the  Civil  Defense  head,  Mr.  Kenneth  Bolduc  and  presented 
to  the  school.   While  the  number  of  books  is  not  great,  it  forms 
the  nucleus  of  a  library  that  is  expected  to  expand  and  fill  a  long 
felt  need. 

Many  thanks  are  due  to  three  women  who  have  volunteered  their 
services  as  librarians,  Mrs.  Florence  Greenaway,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Mac- 
Kenzie,  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Tuttle.  These  women  have  made  it  easy  to 
operate  the  library  successfully. 

CONCLUSION 

Let  me  offer  the  thanks  of  the  school  to  Mr.  Fred  Green  and 
Mr.  Ernest  Roberts  for  their  numerous  gifts  and  donations  to  the 
physical  and  educationsl  life  of  the  school. 


Let  me  offer  the  thanks  of  the  Faculty  and  the  staff  of  the 
Rollinsford  Grade  School  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  schools,  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  for  their  un- 
derstanding and  help  in  making  this  school  the  kind  of  cooperative 
enterprise  that  serves  a  community  well.

MINUTES  OF  THE  R0LLIN5F0RD  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Rollinsford  School  District  was 
called  to  order  at  7:30  in  the  evening  on  Tuesday,  April  5,  1965, 
by  the  Moderator,  Douglas  Rollins. 

The  Moderator  announced  that  the  Warrant  had  been  duly  pos- 
ted and  that  the  Meeting  would  take  up  the  Articles  one  at  a  time 
in  order.   A  copy  of  the  Warrant  is  attached  to  these  minutes. 

ARTICLE  1.    To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  John  Lawlor  nominated  Douglas  Rollins,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Edmund  Garland.   There  being  no  further  nominations,  Mr.  Lawlor 
moved  the  nominations  close.   Mr.  Garland  seconded,  it  was  so 
voted,  and  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Mr. 
Rollins . 

ARTICLE  2.    To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mrs.  Ann  Lawlor  nominated  Helen  Rollins,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Garland.   There  being  no  further  nominations,  Mr.  Robert  McGurran 
moved  the  nominations  close,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Lawlor.   It  was  so 
voted,  and  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Mrs. 
Rollins. 

ARTICLE  3.    To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

Mr.  Rollins  announced  that  due  to  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Edgar  Dale,  it  would  also  be  necessary  at  this  time  to  elect  a 
Member  of  the  School  Board  for  one  year  to  fill  out  the  unexpired 
term.   He  then  recognized  Mrs.  Emerson  v;ho  stated  that  she  was 
not  a  candidate  for  reelection  and  wished  to  nominate  Mrs.  El- 
eanor Janetos  for  the  three-year  term.

Mr.  Rollins  declared  Mr.  Burke  elected  member  of  the  School

During  the  collection  of  the  ballots,  the  Moderator  noted 
that  Mrs.  Emerson  has  served  on  the  School  Board  for  18  years, 
with  a  great  devotion  to  civic  duty  and  personal  sacrifice  and 
that  he  would  entertain  a  motion  on  the  subject  to  be  made  a 
part  of  these  records. 


Mr.  Fred  Green  then  moved  that  the  School  District  give  a 
vote  of  thanks  and  real  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Emerson.   This  mo- 
tion was  seconded  by  Mr.  Lawlor  and  it  was  unanimously  voted. 
The  assembly  then  rose  and  applauded  Mrs.  Emerson. 

The  Moderator  then  called  for  nominations  for  a  Member  of 
the  School  Board.   Mr.  Clarence  Tuttle  nominated  Mr.  Garland, 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Lawlor.   Mr.  McGurran  moved  the  nominations 
close,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lawlor.   It  was  so  voted,  and  the  Clerk 
was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Mr.  Edmund  Garland  for  a 
term  of  one  year. 

ARTICLE  4.    To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Joseph  Porter  nominated  Mr.  Edward  J.  Hudon,  seconded 
by  Mr.  McGurran.   Mr.  Lawlor  moved  the  nominations  close,  Mr. 
Caouette  seconded.   It  was  so  voted  and  the  Clerk  was  instruc- 
ted to  cast  one  ballot  for  Mr.  Hudon.

To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Mr.  Lawlor  moved  the  reports  be  accepted  as  published  in 
the  Town  Report.   Mr.  McCann  seconded,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  7.    To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  in  re- 
lation to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

Mr.  Lawlor  moved  the  School  District  engage  the  State  Aud- 
itors.  Mr.  James  Lampesis  seconded,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  8.    To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  the  School  District  Officials  and 
Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations 
of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  es- 
timated to  be  received  from  the  State  Foundation 
Aid  Fund  together  with  other  income;  the  School 
Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
v/hich  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town. 

Mr.  Green  asked  several  questions  relevant  to  tuition  and 


transportation  costs.   Mr.  Lawlor  reviewed  the  situation  of 
transportation  to  St.  Thomas  Aquinas  High  School  and  read  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Glenn  Davis,  the  Town  Attorney,  pertaining  to 
it.   A  copy  of  said  letter  is  attached  to  these  minutes.   Mr. 
Lawlor  further  stated  that  if  and  when  the  Attorney  General's 
office  rules  on  the  matter,  any  obligations  undertaken  by  the 
Town  prior  to  the  date  of  the  ruling  will  be  allowed.   Mr.  Caou- 
ette  further  questioned  the  Board,  and  Mr.  Lawlor  read  the  stat- 
ute (RSA  189:7)  on  which  the  question  hangs.   Some  further  dis- 
cussion followed,  and  Mr.  Lawlor  moved  the  District  accept  the 
sum  of  $180,137.41  for  the  following  year.   Mr.  Lampesis  sec- 
onded, and  it  was  unanimously  voted. 

ARTICLE  9.    To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  in 
the  name  of  the  District,  such  advances,  grants- 
in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes 
as  may  nov/  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the 
United  States  Government  or  any  department  or 
agency  thereof. 

Mr.  Harley  Cass  moved  acceptance  of  the  ARTICLE  as  read, 
Mr.  Lester  Eldridge  seconded.   Mr.  McGurran  made  several  remarks 
on  the  restrictions  on  these  funds,  and  after  some  other  dis- 
cussion, it  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  10.   To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate an  additional  sum  of  $3,298.00  for  the  pay- 
ment of  transportation  costs  for  the  1965-1966 
school  year. 

This  ARTICLE  is  to  cover  the  payment  of  transportation  of 

pupils  to  South  Berv/ick  and  St.  Aquinas  High  Schools,  now  being 

contested.   Mr.  Caouette  moved  acceptance  of  the  ARTICLE  as  read. 
Mr.  Green  seconded  and  it  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  11.   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  Title  I,  Public  Law  89-10,  designed  to 
improve  educational  opportunities  with  particular 
reference  to  children  of  low-income  families  and  to 
appropriate  such  funds  as  may  be  made  available  to 
the  District  under  said  federal  act  for  such  par- 
ticular projects  as  may  be  determined  by  the  School 
Board.   Further,  to  see  if  the  District  will  author- 
ize the  School  Board  to  make  applications  for  such 
funds  and  to  expend  the  same  for  such  projects  as 
it  may  designate  for  the  1965-1965  school  year. 

Mr.  Lawlor  requested  permission  of  the  Moderator  for  Mr. 
Brunelle  to  explain  this  ARTICLE.   It  was  granted  and  Mr.  Bru- 
nelle  explained  the  legal  necessity  for  this  ARTICLE  as  well  as 
the  fact  that  the  funds  will  be  used  for  books  for  educationally 


or  economically  deprived  children.   Mr.  Lawlor  moved  acceptance 
of  the  ARTICLE  as  read,  Mrs.  Garland  seconded.   It  was  so  voted. 

The  Moderator  asked  if  there  was  any  other  business  to  come 
before  the  District  at  this  time.   Mr.  McGurran  asked  for  the  re- 
sult of  the  poll  which  v/as  conducted  in  the  school  for  project 
"Head  Start".   Mr.  Brunelle,  speaking  not  for  the  School  Board, 
but  for  the  Superintendent's  Office,  stated  that  there  would  be 
one  "Head  Start"  class  in  Rollinsford  this  summer.   This  will  not 
be  sponsored  by  the  School  Board. 

The  Moderator  then  recognized  Mr.  Clarence  Tuttle.   Mr.  Tut- 
tle  asked  that  the  School  Board  consider  the  possibility  of  hir- 
ing a  part-time  teaching  assistant  for  the  principal  in  future  to 
allow  him  more  time  for  his  administrative  duties. 

There  being  no  further  business,  Mr.  McGurran  moved  the  meet- 
ing be  adjourned.   Mr.  Green  seconded,  it  was  voted,  and  the  Mod- 
erator declared  the  meeting  adjourned.

Mr.  Ross  asked  if  the  Town  valuation  was  raised,  would 
the  County  tax  be  raised,  and  the  answer  was  probably  Yes. 

Mr.  Rollins  and  Mr.  Eldridge  spoke  about  the  difficulties 
in  presenting  a  lower  tax  rate  due  to  the  school,  which  is 
responsible  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  tax,  and  the  large 
abatements  which  the  business  properties  have  been  requesting. 

Motion  was  finally  put  to  vote,  and  was  defeated,  66 
to  60. 

ARTICLE  6.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 

$5,000.00  for  participation  in  the  Urban  Planning 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board 
to  enter  into  any  negotiation  and  contracts  with 
the  State  as  may  be  necessary.   (Recommended  by 
Planning  Board) 

Mr.  H.  Ouellette  moved  rejection  of  this  Article,  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  Ross. 

Mr.  Leuchs  requested  an  explanation  of  the  Article  by 
the  Selectmen,  and  Mr.  Rollins  responded. 

Motion  was  put  to  vote  and  was  defeated. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Bourque  made  a  motion  that  we  accept  the 
Article  as  read.   Seconded  by  Mr.  G.  Leuchs.   Dr.  Peter 
Lampesis  spoke  in  favor  of  the  Article.   Motion  was  put  to 
vote  and  was  carried,  67-54. 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 

Budget  as  prepared  and  submitted  by  the  Budget 
Committee. 

Mr.  Leuchs  moved  that  the  Article  be  accepted  as  read. 
Mr.  E.  J.  Berube  seconded. 

Mr.  H.  Eldridge  made  a  motion  that  the  Police  budget 
be  increased  from  $4,000.00  to  $5,500.00.   Seconded  by  Mr. 
Myron  O'Neill.   Motion  carried,  58  to  36. 

Mr.  C.  Jackson  moved  that  we  appropriate  $80,815.28 
and  we  raise  $78,315.28,  which  includes  $2,500.00  for  the 
Master  Plan.   Seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Bradley.   Motion  carried. 


ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rollinsford 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes. 

Mr.  0.  Viel  moved  that  we  accept  the  Article  as  read, 
and  Mr.  E.  Berube  seconded.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  9.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  Real 
Estate  that  has  been  or  may  be  acquired  through 
Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

Mr.  0.  Viel  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read,  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  H.  Eldridge.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  10.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Eldridge  showed  the  final  plans  for  the  sewerage 
system  and  there  were  a  few  questions. 

There  being  no  further  business,  Mr.  E.  Berube  moved, 
seconded  by  Mr.  McGurren  to  adjourn,  and  the  Moderator 
adjourned  the  meeting  at  10:00  P.M.
